The Museum is open daily from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
except as follows: 

Wednesday 9 a.m. to 10 p.m. 

Sunday 1 p.m. to 10 p.m. 

Free days: Sunday ,Wednesday, Saturday and 
public holidays. 

On other days an admission fee of 25 cents is 
charged to all except members and holders of 
complimentary tickets. 

Children of school age are admitted free at all 
times, but if under seven years of age must be 
accompanied by an adult. 

Closed all day on July 4 and December 25. 

GALLERY ADVICE 
The members of the staff are prepared to assist 
visitors in any way that is possible, but their 
many duties make it advisable that appoint- 
ments for conferences or gallery assistance be 
arranged in advance. 

CONFERENCE ROOM 
The Conference Room is available for meetings 
of groups or organizations discussing art subjects 
or who may wish to study the Museum collec- 
tions. Engagements for such meetings should be 
made well in advance through Miss Underhill.

No charge is made unless an attendant 
is desired, for which service 50 cents an hour is 
charged.
